Washington, March 7.—Tho United 
States government has remained abso­ 
lutely passive throughout the execution 
of the Italian project to secure an “open 
door on the Chinese coast through the 
acquisition of San Hun bay and outly­ 
ing lalan da 
Some days ago United 
States Minister Conger at Pekin ac­ 
quainted the state departm ent with the 
fact that Italy had preferred a request 
upon China for a lease of the spot se­ 
lected, but he has made no report since 
and it is not known officially whether or 
not tho Italian foroes have beau landed 
at San Mun bay. 
One of th© highest authorities yester­ 
day said: “ The government of th© United 
Slates will not take any step* in regard 
to the Italian demaud for the cession of 
Chinese territory.” 
In other words our government resist­ 
ing, from motives of broad policy, allur­ 
ing intimations from other powers to the 
effect that the time is ripe for a raid bv 
the I aired Crates on some part of the 
Chines© coast line, has determined defi­ 
nitely to keep hands off. 
But one in.give could induce the gov­ 
ernm ent to change this policy and I fiat 
would l>e a desire to protect our enor­ 
mously valuable commerce with China 
from the danger of being completely cat 
off through the grail aal extension of the 
leaseholds of European nations over the 
whole Chinese seacoast. 
So long as our 
trade is let alone or is at least allowed 
fair opjKjrtunity for development and is 
not made th© subject erf discrimination, 
so long will the United States govern­ 
ment refrain from any interference in 
Chinese affairs, 
There is a inturn of information on 
hand in both the navy aud stat© depart­ 
ments relative to the encroachment of 
foreign powers on the Chinese coast, 
but it is in such shape that a concise 
statement of the st Ina non is difficult to 
attain. 
The fact is, however, that the 
occupation of available peats along the 
coast has gone to snch lengths that the 
majority of the desirable harbors, both 
in value os roadsteads and for communi­ 
cation with the interior, ar© in the 
hands of foreign governments. 
With 
England in jossrasion of Wet-Wei, the 
Russians at Port Arthur, the French at 
Anam and Tonqurn, the Germans hold- 
tug Kale Chan and with th© additional 
ports of Kong Kong and Sin ga pore in 
th© hands of th© English, there is very 
little left In the way of desirable ports 
on the Chinese coast. 
At Shanghai the United States has its 
only direct interest in a Chine*© hold­ 
ing, being one of the treaty powers and 
having a distinctively American conces­ 
sion. 
Of the larger ports remaining 
there are only Swale, Foe Chow aud 
Wing I*o which ar© really in control of 
Uh inca© govern meut. 
There is a large 
and desirable area in the Gulf of Pechih, 
on the northern ©oast, in which recent 
Astatic dispatches intimate that th© 
United States may have an interest if 
t«c ni wee mbermen I af China is al ti- 
H allIv effected. 
This is very land 
locked, however, and its narrow en­ 
trance is wholly commanded bv Port 
Arthur on one side and by Wei-Wei on 
the other. 
The an th ort red disclaimer 
given out, however, of any purpose on 
th# port of the United States to acquire 
any territory in that or any other por­ 
tion of China, makes this consideration 
ca little moment.

Accorded General M iller’# Troop* by 
Negro* Islanders. 
W ashington, March 7.—A cablegram 
from General Otis at Manila received 
In W asLuugton late yesterday indicates 
the satisfactory and agreeable reception 
accorded to the American troops which 
recently landed at the Island of Negros. 
They were sent there by General Mil­ 
ler at Iloilo in command of Colonel 
Smith to take formal possession for the 
United States which he did without 
trouble. Previous to the time the troops 
landed a commission from the island 
visited General Otis and said they were 
w illing to surrender and asked that he 
take the inhabitants under his protec 
tion. 
The congratulatory address to General 
Miller embodied in General Otis5 dis­ 
patch is particularly gratifying to the 
officials of the administration, as they 
believe the attitude of the inhabitants of 
the Island of Negros is such that there 
will be no trouble to dealing with them 
hereafter. General Otis ’ dispatch quotes 
the address as follows: 
“ Government, Congress and Inhabit 
ants of Negros to General Miller, Iloilo: 
We affectionately salute you and ooh 
gratulate ourselves for the happy arrival 
of Colonel Smith and troops under his 
orders, and beg you to send this solute 
and congratulations to General Otis, 
Manila, as representative of the govern 
m eat of the United States in the Philip­ 
pines.”

Italians t'hagrined. 
Pekin, March 7.—Owing to the in­ 
sulting manner in which the Chinese 
government has refused the request of 
the Italian government for a lease of 
San Mun bay, province of Che Kiiuig, 
as a coaling station and naval base, Sig­ 
nor Martino, the Italian minister, de 
clines to hold direct communication 
with Tsnng Li Yamen.

MAY W ITHDRAW 


PR E M IE R SIL VELA. 


First Appearance In the Corte# Causes 
an Uproar. 
Madrid, March 7.—The initial appear­ 
ance in the senate yesterday of Senor 
Silvela as premier was marked by a 
somewhat stormy session. He attempted 
to read the decree of dissolution aud 
Count D*Almena* tried to talk, but his 
voice was drowned with cries of “Oons- 
puez, Conepatls.” 
The president of the 
house vainly endeavored to quell the 
disturbance, but finally Senor Silvela 
completed reading 
the decree amid 
cheers for liberty mingled with cheers 
for the queen, the army aud the navy. 
Tho session was closed amidst an up­ 
roar. 
There were similar scenes in the 
chamber of deputies, and shouts of 
“Down with the Jesuits” and cheers for 
the republic aud for liberty. 
The session was closed in a general 
uproar. 
The ushers had to drive the 
public from the floor and platform of the 
chamber. 


Coin i»et it ion In Telephonic Service, 
London, March 7.—The weloom© an­ 
nouncement was made by the financial 
secretary of the treasury, R. W. Han 
bury, in the house of commons yester­ 
day that the government has decided to 
introduce competition in the telephonic 
service of the country. 
He asked for a 
credit of $ 10,000,000 as a starter, in or­ 
der to enable th© postoffice department 
to develop the telephonic communica­ 
tion of London.
